TERMS SHORTLY 


London, Eng.--A full statement on 
naval disarmament negotiations be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States may be made in the House of 
Commons before the Parliament rises 
at the end of July, Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald announced. 

The Premier said he was doing his 
negotiations 
but that he was not certain the state- 
ment would be forthcoming. 

Besides discussing disarmament, 
the House of Commons heard from 
the Right Hon. J. R. Clynes, Home 
Secretary, just why Leon Trotzky, 
exiled Bolshevik, wasn’t permitted to 
enter England. 

Right Hon. Winston Churchill, 
energetic and insistent in opposition 
as he was a leading cabinet minis- 
fairly prodded the Laborite 
Premier into a disarmament state- 
ment. 

Premier MacDonald characterized 
as “a most unworthy suggestion’ a 
question by Churchill whether it was 
to be understood that “a most grave 
and important decision of this kind 
is being withheld until 
has separated.” The ex- 
plained that it was obvious. the 
question was not in his hands alone,

At this sta-| 
tion, as at many farms where colts 
are raised, the mares, as a rule, 
are, before giving birth to the colts, 
and after weaning, worked more than 
necessary to pay for their upkeep 
during the year, From the figures 
given above on the feed consumed by 
the thirteen colts reared in this five- 
year period, it will be seen that the 
average cost is 40 per cent. below 
| the cost of draft horses of similar
